cases of every kind. 


Never use bad hay on account of it 


cheapness, because there is not propc 
nourishment in it. 


Damaged corn is exceedingly injurious 


because it brings on inflammation of thi 
bowels and skin diseases. 


Chaff is better for old horses than hay,be 


cause they can chew and digest it better. 


Miz chuff with corn or boons, and do no 


give the latter alone, because it will niaki 
the horse chew his food more, anil digest i 
better. 


Hay or grass alone will not support a 


horse under hard word, because there is no 
suffisient nutritive body in either. 


When a hope is uot worked hard its food 


Should chiefly be hay, because oats supply 
more nourishment and Hcsh-mnkiog materi- 
al than any other kind of food ; hay not so 
much.

As a ruli,the curry comb is used too much 


»nd the brush too little. 
When a horse is 


brought into the stable covered wiih swcal 
and mud, be should be rubbed dry willi 
straw: the next morning, with a curry 
comb in one band and a good brush in the 
other, he can be thoroughly cleaned—the 
corry comb only being used to straighten 
the hairs ahead of the brush.
